CHICAGO, Sept. 10-—The reports as to 


the condition of the crops throughout 
the country and the general effect of 
the weather on the growth, cultivation 
and harvest of same, were Tuesday 
made by the directors of the several 
climate and crop sections. 
The reports 


received at Chicago were as follows: 


The general absence of rain in the 


southern states has been very favor- 
able for coUoii picking which has made 
rapid progress. 
As stated in the bulle- 


tin of the previous week picking- will 
be completed over the greater part of 
the cotton belt by October 1. Con- 
tinued cool and rainy weather has 
retarded 
the 
maturing- 
of 
late 


corn 
in 
Iowa 
and 
northern 


Missouri and in North Dakota the 
crop was injured by the frosts of the 
9th and 10th. Cutting has progressed 
favorably during the week and husk- 
ing and cribbing- are in progress in Ne- 
braska and Illinois. In the states of 
the central valleys the week has been 
especially favorable for plowing and 
seeding grain, but in the southern 
states it has been too dry and but lit- 
tle progress with this work has been 
made. 


Kentucky—Unusually warm and dry 


weather with normal sunshine. Corn 
cutting completed. Late corn needs 
rain. All tobacco housed and curing 
nicely. 
Pastures burning up. 
No 


plowing can be done until rain comes. 
Irish potatoes, cabbages and turnips 
are very poor crops. 
Late peaches 


good. 


Indiana—Warm, dry weather; buck- 


wheat filling out well and safe from 
frost; corn most all cut; plowing done; 
seeding delayed by dry weather, wheat 
and rye coming up nicely.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Sept. 10.—Span- 


ish Consul Solie, of Florida, claiming 
authority from Spain, is reported to have 
made a proposition to J. A. Huati, of 
the Cuban Junta and generalissimo of 
the Florida expedition to Cuba, to the 
effect that the mother country would 
grant home rule to Cuba if the pa- 
triots would lay down their arms and 
cease hostilities by November 1. Mr. 
Huau is reported to have said that he 
was satisfied the junta would not ac- 
cept the proposition, as it felt sure of 
securing complete independence within 
BIX months. 


"If such a proposition had been 


made a year ago," said Mr. Huau, "it 
would have been gladly accepted, and 
all wrongs under which Cuba has suf- 
fered would have been forgiven, but it 
is too late now. 
The blood of too 


many Cubans has been spilled in a 
cause to forsake which would be sac- 
rilegious." 


Mr. Huau will present the proposal 


to the Junta. 
Both men refuse to ad- 


mit that such a proposition was under 
discussion, but the story is vouched for 
by a prominent Cuban, who says that 
he overheard the discussion after Con- 
sul Soils had formally presented the 
document. 
Cubans here feel certain 


that Spain's efforts to conquer Cuba, 
will soon cease.

ter by Thnraton to Geo. Guutou, of the 
Social Economist, June 9, 1893, is 
nearer to the point and is almost the 
identical language used by Mr. Bright:

of silver in the United States would 
speedily and certainly appreciate the 
price of silver, not only in this country 
but; throughout the world. 
No matter 


what other governments may do, this 
country ought not to eliminate silver 
from use as a coiu metal. Any legisla- 
tion iu \ that direction will be looked 
upon by the common people as in the 
interest of the money power for the ex- 
press purpose of lucreasiug the purchas- 
ing power of money and decreasing the 
elling price of every thing produced 
jy human toil. 
Ifc is a fact that should 


lot be overlooked by statesmen, that 
;ho price of American silver and Amer- 
cau wheat reached low water mark on 
;he same dny." 


Continuing in the same letter, Mr. 


Thurston says: 


"The recent events, instead of bring- 


ug me to believe in the single gold 
standard, have had quite the opposite 
result. 
For the world at large to 


ibatidon the use of silver as money 
would be to greatly enhance the power 
of gold; to greatly diminish tho vol- 
ume of money, and thereby the bor- 
rowing classes and 
the 
producing 


classes would be more at the mercy of 
the money-holders than they ever have* 
been heretofore. 
Thu United States is 


a silver producing country, and I do 


not believe it can afford to let those' 
nations, not silver producing, compel 
it to abandon silver as a money."' 


These are almost the identical words 


Mr. Bright on the same subject in his 
Wheelersburg speech, and if it was 
anarchism and repudiation in 
Mr. 


Bright's speech, what was it in Hon. 
J. M. Thurson's open letter? After the 
utterances by Mr. Thurston, the Re 
publican party honored him by making 
him chairman of their national con- 
vention. 
The Blade had better pub- 


lish a few facts for the benefit of its 
readers, 
particularly its correspond- 


ents, so that they will not make a fool 
of themselves in referring to matters 
political.

have too much money is not tenable. 
Inflation by issuance of irredeemable 
paper is one thing; expansion by coin- 
age is another. 
If we coin all the sil-

mands of our business growth.

dollar issued in exchange for silver

Were Packed witn Democrats 


Eager to See and H«ar Their 
Gallant 


Leader—Kstimated Th»t from 1O.OOO 


to- 15,OOO People Were Present— 


Tiie Crowd Waited Two Hour* 


iu a Pouring Kain to Hear 


the Next President.

The old-fashioned Kentucky city of 


Maysville 
entertained 
the 
biggest 


crowd in her history yesterday after- 
noon and evening, the throng gather- 
ing from all direction's to greet the dis- 
tinguished candidate of the Democracy 
for President, Hon. William J. Bryan, 
of Nebraska. 


The size of the crowd is variously 


estimated at from 12,000 to 25,000. A 
conservative estimate of tho crowd 
would he about from 10,000 to 15,000. 
Almost every principal street in tho 
city was packed and jammed its entire 
length. One peculiarity of the crowd 
was that it was composed almost en- 
tirely of men, very few ladies being in 
evidence. 


A large contingent of Portsmouth 


people were present to help swell the 
crowd and get a glimpse of the . next 
President, over two hundred going down 
on the special train, which left South 
Portsmouth at 2 o'clock. 
The train 


was made up at Huntington with nine 
coaches and was packed before South 
Portsmouth was reached, and as a re- 
sult, a good many had to stand ,up. 
The trip down was made without inci- 
dent, and the train and a nasty, misty 
rain both struck Maysville about four 
o'clock. The boys scattered around to 
see the town and view a genuine old 
Kentucky crowd of Democrats. 
Some 


of them flocked to the stand in the 
public square, where 
Congressman 


Berry spoke, while others stood in the 
street in front of the Central Hotel and 
took in various samples of Kentucky 
oratory. 
Several Plemingsburg ora- 


tors, Col. Washington, the attorney, 
who defended Walling at Newport, and 
Col. Hagar, of Ashland, spoke from 
the hotel balcony. Col. Hagar aroused 
great enthusiasm in the crowd, espec- 
ially among Scioto county men, by his 
address. 


The crowd began assembling on the 


square iu the vicinity of the speakers' 
stand about six o'clock, and long be- 
fore seven o'clock, the hour at which 
the Bryan special was to arrive over 
the Kentucky Central, it was impossi- 
ble to get within two hundred feet of 
the stand. A few minutes after six 
o'clock it began to rain and continued 
to pour steadily for the remainder of 
the evening. The crowd had come to 
see and hear Bryan and did not pro- 
pose to be scared away by a little rain. 
Umbrellas wont up everywhere, form- 
ing a vast covering for the crowd, and 
preaeutiug a remarkably curious sight 
from the grand stand. The Bryan spec- 
ial was lute—thirty-five minutes late— 
not reaching Maysville until twenty- 


* five minutes of eight o'clock, and 
the 


long wait was put in in singing songs, 
telling stories and a general discussion 
of political issues. Strange to say, 
the Maysville committee did not help 
the crowd out by having other speakers 
address thorn before Mr. Bryan's ar- 
rival. 


About 
twenty minutes 
of 
eight 


o'clock, a wild roar announced the 
arrival of Mr. Bryan, and soon ho was 
seeu slowly forcing his way to the 
speakers' stand. As he was recognized 
he was given a royal greeting, the 
crowd Koing wild with enthusiasm. As 
Mr. Bryan only had a few minutes to 
stay, ho proceeded at once with his 
speech. Ho was very hoarse, having 
spoken a dozen times during tho day to 
audiences aggregating 200,000. 
The 


rain hail soaked the canvas covering of 
the speakers' stand and it was neces- 
sary to secure an umbrella for Mr. 
Bryan, who slowly walked from side 
to side of the platform as ho spoke, 
thus giving everybody an opportunity 
to hoar him. He is a splendid speaker, 
and held the vast audience spell-bound 
as ho s[ji)kn. 
At times, some apt re- 


mark would bo greeted with an out- 
burst of applause, and then tho speaker 
had bnt t.i raise his hand when all be- 
came silunt again. Mr. Bryan spoko 
about thirty-five minutes and then re- 
turned to his special and wont speed- 
ing on Southward. The impression 
made was a very favorable one. 


Tho Portsmouth special pulled out 


about 10 o'clock, but did not reach 
South Portsmouth until nearly one 
o'clock.

account of his discovery of a tablet 
which gives the first historic account of 
the oppression of the Children of Israel. 
Concerning1 the character o£ "Pharaoh 
of the Hard Heart" Prof. Pctric writes 
as follows: A melancholy prospect he 
had seen as he grew up. His father had 
been active in the earlier years of the 
reign; but. after about 20 years he 
-ceased all personal labor, and seems to 
have sunk in his fatuous pride into a 
mere despot, devoted to perpetuating 
his effigies on the monuments, and his 
family in the harem. 
The kingdom 


•went steadily into decay year after 
year, and the old man been me more in- 
dolent and more, fatuous, while none of 
his sons seems to have been allowed to 
take up the reins and save the country. 
"Egypt is desolated, and abandoned to 
invasion from all lands; the barbarians 
overrun its frontier, the revolters in- 
vade it daily, every country is pillaging: 
its cities, raiding its dwellings in the 
fields and on the river. They abide and 
settle there for clays and months seat- 
ed in the land; they reach the hills of 
middle Egypt. * * * 
They search 


for the corn land, seeking to fill their 
bellies; they come to Egypt to find pro- 
vision for their mouths." 


Such is the melancholy picture drawn 


by Merenptah of the state of the coun- 
try on his accession—a striking con- 
trast to the work of the really great 
Icings of Egypt, of the Amenhotep and 
Thothmes line, who had handed down 
the rule of Syria, from father to son un- 
broken. The continuous record that 
•we have of Thothmes III. shows that 
every year regularly he wont through 
Syria to receive tribute and maintain 
liis power, taking all the 3'oung princes 
to be educated in Egy-pt before they 
came to act as vassals in theijj-own coun- 
try. 
Until he was over 50 mis annual 


outing was kept up, and his children to 
the third and fourth generation re- 
ceived this dominion in peaceful succes- 
sion. But under Ramcscs all this sta- 
bility had vanished; a few raids which 
did not cover half the previous con- 


• quests of Syria, a treaty on equal terms 
with the foe, and the boastful king sunk 
into an. inglorious lethargy, in which 
even Egypt itself was largely given up 
to the foreigners. 


And this decay was what had eaten 


into the soul of Merenptah during all 
his youth and vigor; until he was at 
least 40 nothing could be done by him. 
It was not until the old king had come 
to that condition which we can now see 
before our eyes in the Cairo museum— 
a withered mummy, which seems as if 
etill dwelt in and half alive with the 
spirit of insensate pride—it was not 
until this evil genius of the land was in 
his tomb that a .stroke could be struck 
for the freedom of the country. 


Then began careful preparation. For 


four years Mercnptah was consolidat- 
ing- his power, with apparently one ex- 
pedition to Syria, up the coast to the 
plain of Esdraclon and Tyre; this re- 
conquest we have learned of only since 
finding the new .tablet. But it did not 
do more thnn secure the principal for- 
.tresses nenr the coast, and command 
the corn districts of Philistia and Es- 
draelon, which were cultivated by the 
people of Israel, among others. It is 
evident that reorganization had been 
going on, strengthening the resistance 
of the country, by the vigor with which 
the great Libyan invasion was repelled, 
after the country had been long sub- 
mitting to minor attacks. 


At the end of March, in his fifth j'etir, 


Merenptah had a dream. 
Ptah, the 


great god of Memphis, appeared to 
him, 


and war nod him to IMS ready a fortnight 
hence. This is doubtless a priestly way 
of putting some warnings from spies 
or travelers who reported the prepara- 
tions in progress. 
Then, early in April, 


the. great tempest of foreign invasion 
^burst in from the west, just when all 
the harvests were 
gathered in, the 


fields stripped hare, the whole land 
naked and open, and canals dried up; 
in short, just when the greatest, facili- 
ties existed for invasion, and the- full 
granaries tempted the desert peoples. 
The warning had not,been in vain. Mer- 
enptah was prepared, and a**nckrd Un- 
assembled host with his cavalry; the 
gods fought with thorn, and for one 


' long afternoon, from midday till dark, 


they slew, and slow, and slow, for six 
hours slaughtering the multitude. The 
defeat was utter. The king, Maury, 
son of Dad, escaped, thanks to the dark- 
ness; but he did not oven secure a horso 
or provisions, and (led from the fight.on 
foot, completely terrified. 
His wives 


find his rich equipage, his silver and 
gold and bronze vessels, the ornaments 
of his wife, his thrones, his bows, his 
weapons, and all that he had were a 
prey to the Egyptians.

bodies lay on the field of battle, and 
9,000 prisoners were taken.—Century. 


A LION iN A CAVE. 


Old Fut's Feat Repeated by a Man 


ilu<i Lost a Colt. 


One of the many incidents of bravery 


or foolhardiness occurring iu Colorado 
took place near Debeque, Mesa county, 
in the spring of 18SG. 
At that time the 


Roan Creek Toll Road company owned 
and was operating a toll road through 
the Hogback canyon, between Grand 
Junction and the Garfield county line, 
and the superintendent was a young 
man by the name of John A. Rhone. a 
printer by trade, but who proved to be 
a careful and competent officer of the 
company. The country- through which 
the road ran is a wild and picturesque 
one, 
and in those days the rugged can- 


yons were fairly alive with mountain 
lions, a cowardly but destructive ani- 
mal. 


To maintain the road the company 


kept several horses, among which was 
a fine blooded Kentucky mare, which 
the president of the company had se- 
cured from a passing emigrant in ex- 
change for another horse. The mare 
wo.s turned out with some of the com- 
pany's horses which were not then in. 
use, and in a short time she dropped 
a fine. colt. The mare and colt were 
progressing finely, until one morning 
the entire band came rushing wildly 
down from the hills to the toll camp. 
The colt was missing, and the mare's 
side was covered with blood and the dis- 
tinct impressions of the claws of a. 
mountain lion, which evidently made a 
spring, but not getting a firm hold 
simply scratched down the mare's side, 
leaving a deep bleeding n'trail of each 
claw. 


The sight of the mare panting, fright- 


ened and bleeding and the loss of the 
colt so enraged Rhone that he immedi- 
ately seized his Winchester and started 
out for the scalp of the mountain lion 
which had done the mischief. By fol- 
lowing the trail of the horses he soon 
found the place where the brute had 
seized the colt, and then it was not dif- 
ficult to follow the course the lion bad- 
taken with its prey.

from the mouth of the cave, Rhone pro- 
ceeded to crawl into the lion's den on 
his hands and knees, but soon the en- 
trance got so small he had to lie down, 
and finally his body filled the entire cav- 
ity. 


Just then he heard a growl, and im- 


mediately before him he could see what 
appeared to be two balls of fire. Rais- 
ing his Winchester as much as he could 
and aiming at the space between the 
eyes, he fired. There was a roar and a 
spring, but young Rhone was out of 
harm's way. Proceeding back to camp, 
he- procured a rope and the colored cook 
called Punch, and they dragged his lion- 
ship ignominiously forth by the feet.

Our Annual Travel to Europe Coats Many 


Million*. 


There have been many estimates pub- 


lished of the amount of money Ameri- 
cans spend on their trips abroad. Tak- 
ing the second-class travelers into con- 
sideration, I am of the opinion that $GOO 
is about the average expenditure on 
the trip. It is a mistake to suppose that 
the wealthy traveler spends large sums 
on the other side. Such persons usual- 
ly take servants along, and the ordinary 
expenses are quite a heavy drain fora 
rich man or woman. Once on the other 
side, they go to some quiet place and 
they usually count their pennies with 
the care of those of less liberal moans. 
A largo sum is expended every year in 
Europe in the purchase of clothing. I 
think, however, that this does not av- 
erage more than $100 for each trav- 
tcler. Considerable money is spent in 
the purchase of souvenirs, but this prob- 
ably does not exceed $20 on the average 
for each traveler. Those who have been 
in Europe before spend almost nothing 
for souvenirs on following trips. Still, 
when one thinks of the army that, goes 
to Europe every year, an expenditure 
of $000 for each person amounts to an 
enormous sum. For the 100,000 who 
crossed in 1S05 this would amount to 
$60,000,000. That sum, in my estima- 
tion, represents about what Americans 
pay caeh year for the satisfaction of 
crossing the. ocean and spending more 
or less time in sightseeing-in Europe.— 
Franklin Matthews, in Chnutririquan.

The largest boats now in transporta- 


tion service between American and Eu- 
ropean ports are those of the Wbiie 
Star and Hamburg-American 
lines. 


They can carry from seven to eight 
thousand tons dead weight, or. in othe: 
words, that much freight can be stored 
in the holds, exclusive ot the weight oj 
the crew 'and passengers.
